I amfure; I fhall be the laf Man in Eng- 
Jand that fhall fpeak, write, or fo much as 
think for, or in Defence of the leaft En- 
croachment fo he made upon Scotland in 
any thing—And not only fo, but J fhail al- 
ways be the firft Man, that fhould fuch En- 
croachments be made or attempted to be 
made, fhail openly difavow, condemn, and 
explode it, be it made or attempted by 
Princes, Parties, Governments, People or 
Parliaments ; for no Man, or Body of Men 
can be too great or too powerful for an 
Englifh Man to {peak Truth to. 

But give me leave, Gentlemen, on the 
other hand tu expoftulate as modeftly as I 
can with you on this Affair, I meao, the 
making the Laws of Treafon the fame ia 
both' Parts of Britain. 

Thatthe AQ of Usion leaves the Parlia-

why isitfaid, that this or thzt Thing thall 
after the Union, and motrwit!ftanding shere- 
of, foand fo remain, if the Parliament of 
Britain could alter it ? Nay, let 
me add, to what Purpofe was the Act and 
Articles of Union themfelves, if the Par- 
liament of. Brifziz could difanu) them—— 
Here lies the univerfal Anfwer to all the 
Objeétors againft the Union; your Church, 
your Religion, your Laws, your Privileges 
articled for in the Union are inviolable; 
to fay you may be voted out of them, is 
Nonsfenfe, the Parliament cannot touch 
them; they cannot, and it is my Opinion, 
they dare not; and let no Manthink-me 
too ‘free with Parliaments, or too bold on

tution, are Traytors to the Power, that 

bumanly fpeaking created them, and ceafes 
to bea legally afflembled Convention. 

That all che A&s, they thalldo afterwards, 

are void in their Nature, and that they 

have no more Power to a@ as a Parliament, 
fince that Treaty, by which the very Name 
and Effence of BRITISH is added to the 

Thing. Parliament, is deftroy’d 

Thus much for the Power the Parliament 

has not. 

- But to return to the Power the Parlia- 
ment really has——~ All the Power, the 
Brisifh Parliament has, is ftipulated for in, 
and derives in Refpeé of its being a Britifh 
Parliament from, the Articles of che Union. 

_ —And this Power now exerted by the Par- 
liament, in the Alterations made in the 
Laws for, or Trials of Perfons aceus’d, of 
Treafon, is exprefly ftipulated for, and 

iven to the Parliament by the faid 
reaty of Onion. 
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—All otber Laws in Ufe within the King. 
dom of Scotl: nd do after the Union, and 
notwithftanding thereof remain in the 
fame Force as before, (except fuch as are 
contrary to or inconjiftent with the Terms 
of this Treaty) but alterable by the Par- 
liament of Great Britains with this 
Difference betwixt the Laws concerning 
publick Right, Policy, and Civil Govern- 
ment, and thoj: which comcerm private 

ight, that the Laws which concern pub- 
lick. Right, Policy, and Ciyil Govern- 
ment may be made, the fame, throughout 
the rehole united Kingdom, but that 
no Alteration be made in Laws which 
concern private Right, except for evident 
Urility of the Subje@ within Scotland. 


This is fo plain, I think, it needs no 
Comment ; the Laws which concern publick 
Right, Policy, and Civil Government may 
be made the fame throughout the whole 
united Kjngdom—— Here is no Queftion 
at all, buc that the Laws for punifhing 
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Treafon concern Civil Government— No 
is i¢ fufficient to fay, that the Forfeitures 


_and Penalties gelace to private Right, tor 


fo does all the Sentences of the publick 
Laws———. But the whole Law and every 
Branch of it concerns Policy and Civil Gor 
vernment, and therefore it feems clear, the — 
Parliament of Britain has Power given it 
by the Treaty. (for otherwife it has ao 
Power) to make them the fame throughout 
the whole.united Kingdom, 

Thus the prefent :Cafe is plainly clear’d 
up, at leaft I think fo, from being the leaft 
Invafion of the Treaty, and wich that Pre- 
tention, Thope, will fall to the Ground all 
the Fears and Suggeftions, that’the Parliz- 
ment of ‘Britain wil encroach upon, and 
overthrow the Securities provided for, to 
Scotland, by the Union— ‘I may be allow’d 
to fay, the Parliament cannot do what they 
cannot legally do; and I am bold alfo to fay, 
without any Spirit of Prophefie, the: Parlia- 
ment WILL NOT; They wiil not attempt 
to deftroy themfelves, they will not tacitly 
blow up their own Conftitution, they will 
not declare themfelves a Mob, 2,riotous 
legal Affembly, they will not make their 
Powers of ating, Ipfo Faéto, VOID, -as 3 
THINK they muft do, whenever they 
makean A& to make void one Article of the 
Union. 

Nor can there be Danger: ot this from 
the Number of Reprefentatives being 
more er lefs, for this Part or that———— 
In priyate Cafes where their undoubted 
Power extends, they may run down or run 
up one another, and this ot that Intereft 
may be out-voted. But'when you come to 
debate Effentials, Articles. effential to their 
own Being, the Vitals and Spirit of the 
Houle, the Foundations of their Conftitu- 
tion, then all Parties are alike concern’d 5 
there is no Part more. interefted than an- 
other, fince the Queftion would prefently 
change, from SHALL WE dothisor thus, 
to CAN WE do fo? 

Thusy fhould any : Man offer to. move,: 
that the Religion of Scotlend Should be 
made the fame, or that the Eftablifh’d 
Chirch-Government fhould be the fame 
throughout the whole united Kingdom — 
And this is not material to fate, if it ite

‘it may appear, that the Difadvantages to 
Scotland arenot fach as fome Peepre ima- 
gine : I muft confefs ia my own Opinion, I

Reafonableneis of doing, it—Tho’ the Ob- 
jeQions were to remain “as to. particuldr 
Toteretts, Time, Manner, and fuch like 
Circumftances.
